relating  to  the  health • of  the  population  and  the  environment  in  which  that 
population  resides  i The  work  carried  -out  by  the  various  agencies  conberning 
personal  health  are  detailed  ih  the  body  of  tne  report  and  as  is  usual  your 
Public  Health  Inspector  has  kindly  included  full -details -of  his  acti vities  " 
in  relation  to  environmental- health  and  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  6o 
Mr.  Mason  for  his  diligence  -in  uhis  direction.- ’ 


A glance  ..at....th,e’.:::ylt^'_;St;atictics  will  show  that  there 
has  been  a slow  but  steady  decline  in  the  estimated  population  for  the  past 
ten  years.  The  number  of  bi3?'ths  likewise  has  dv^indled  although  there  was  a 
birth  rate  of  17*9  per :- 1000  slight Ij'-  higher  than  that  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  (l6,0)-*  The  trend  towards  hospitalisation  for  confinement  has 
continued  and  by  now  the  greatest  proportion  of  confinements  take  place  at 
Neath  General  Hospital. 

Whilst  the  birth  rate  v/as  slightly  higher  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales the , death  rate  was  lower  and  this  can  be  seen  in 
paragraph ’3  of  the  Vital  Statistics  section  of  this  report.  Again  I am 
heppyto  report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year.  I am 
also  pleased,  to .be  able  to  state  that  the  infant  mortality  showed  a remarkable 
improvement  over  previous ' years , The  small  numbers,  of  course,  caused  wild 
fluctuations  in  this  figure  and  undue  significance  cannot  be  attributed  to  , 
these  fluctuations.  'There  was  one  stillbirth  and  this,  together  with  the 
two  infant  deaths  are  detailed  in  Table  2 below.  From  this  table  it'  .will 
be  seen  that  two  of  the'  failure  to  survive  were  associated  with  conge.hital 
abnormalities. 

Surprisingly  enough,  in  an  area .which  has. been  ■ 
predominantly  concerned  with  -coal-mining,  deaths  due  to’ respiratory  disease 
take  third  place  to  cardio-vascular  conditions  and  cancers  of  varioias  kinds ^ 

, The  notifications  by  the  general  practitioners  of 
infectious  disease  or  fevers  were,  .remarkably  lov;  during  1971*  Again  . 
measles  led  the  field.  _ 

No  new  cas.es,  of  pulmonary  or  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  the  year.  Three  patients  who  were  formerly  on  the 
register  were  removed  as  recovered. :and  one  patient  left  the  district,  reducing 
the  total  from  28  to  2^.  This /^s  a satisfactory  situation  but  does  not 
i-  my  opinion  warrant  a relc'ucatidn  of  vigilance  or  of  the  protective  B.C»G. 
vaccination  programme  which  is  carried  out  annually  in  the  local  comprehensive 
school.  '*.,7.! 

The  Infant  r.W©lf ere  clinics  provided  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority  at  Aborcregan,  Cynimer,  Duffryn,  Blaengwynfi  and  Croeserw 
were  well  attended  and  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  all  the  ante- 
natal  clinics  were  fully  subscribed  by  the  expectant  mothers  in  the  district. 
In  the  village  of  Glyncorrwf  the'  family  doctor  undertakes  his  own  Child 
Health  Clinics  and  the  Ante-  ? atal  Clinics  for  patients  in  his  practice  are 
carried  out  by  his  partner. 
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There  has  been  an  expansion  of  the  chiropody  clinics 
and  these  are  now  conducted  at  Cymmer,  Blaengwynfi  and  Glyncorrwg,  depending 
on  the  demand. 

A glance  at  the  report  on  the  School  Health  Service 
\^dll  show  that  as  far  as  possible  full  provisions  are  made  locally  for 
treatment  although  it  becomes  necessary  for  children  with  severe  handicaps 
to  be  conveyed  to  adjoining  areas  for  special  educational  treatment. 

In  the  section  of  this  report  concerned  with 
environmental  hygiene,  Mr.  Mason  has  detailed  his  activities  fully.  Housing 
occupies  a considerable  part  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  time  and  your 
Public  Health  Inspector  has  acquainted  himself  well  in  this  direction.  The 
Authority  itself  has  carried  out  a comprehensive  housing  policy  and  these 
are  given  in  the. body  of  the  report. 

There  has  been  a stepping  up  of  supervision  and 
inspection  of  food  premises  during  the  year  and  Mr.  Mason  has  given  advice 
on  hygiene  and  stock  rotation  to  retailers. 

Paragraph  6 of  Mr.  Mason's  report  refers  to  the 
activities  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963* 


The  hazards  and  dangers  of  fireworks  have,  I believe, 
reduced  the  demand  in  the  district,  and-  as  -may  .be  seen  only,  four  licences 
were  issued  to.  retailers  during  -th.e  year. 


The  water  supplies  are  under  the  control  of  the  West 
Glamorgan  V/ater  Board  and  are  known  to  be  plumbo-solvent . Bacteriological 
sampling  by  the  V/est  Glamorgan  Water  Board  were  not  entirely  satisfactory 
in  every  instance  but  following  representation  by  the  Authority  remedial 
measures  webe  taken  by  the  Water  Board.

Clinic  whilst  those"’ with  orthopaedic"  or  speech  defects' are  appointed  to 
school  clinics ' in' Crb'eserw  and  Port ' Talbot , or',  by  arrangement  with  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer , Mid  Glamorgah  Health  Division,  in  Bridgend 
and  Maestego  Any  child  requiring  full-time  education  as  a partially  hearing 
pupil  is  conveyed  to  Cwmafan  Junior  School  daily. 

Pupils  attending  the  schools  in  the  area  are  dentally ■ inspected 
by  the  Area  Dental  Officer  and  treatment  was  offered  at  Croeserv/  Clinic. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year'' new  dental  equipment  was  installed  at  Croeserw 
Clinic  and  all  treatment  was  offered  under  ideal  and  modern  conditions. 
During  1971,  1,^24  attendan  ces  were  made  at  these  clinics  by  schoolchildren 
for  treatment  v/hilst  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  age 
children  attended  for  dental  treatment  on  ,39  ard  30  occasions  respectively^

CLEANSING,  DISINFESTATION  AND  DISINFECTION. 


128  dwellings  were  treated  by  the  rodent  operator 
for  infestations  of  ants,  cockroaches  and  silver  fish. 


27  premises  were  fumigated  by  spraying  disinfectant  or 
t..eating  with  formaldenhyde . 

1 wasp's  nest  located  near  a Council  house  garden  gate 
was  sprayed  with  multispray  and  burnt.

One  of  these  squirrels  entered  the  house  of 
an  elderly  lady  in  Lloyds  Terrace,  Cymmer.  Her  neighbour  was  bitten  by  the 
squirrel  when  he  attempted  to  remove  it. 

Two  abandoned  dwellings  were  cleaned  out  and  disinfected, 
following  certificates  under  Sec.  84  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  filthy  materials  were  taken  .to  the  Council 
refuse  tip  and  disposed  of.

11.  FOOD  POISONING. 

Three  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were 
investigated  during  this  period.  Eleven  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
these  cases  and  faecal  swabs  and  a sample  of  luncheon  meat  was  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff. 

Negative  results  were  received  relating  to  the  faecal 
swabs.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  report  on  the  luncheon  meat  showed  a 
growth  of  Staphylococcus  sureus  - coagulase  positive.  There  was  no  salmonella 
or  hea.t  resistant  Clostridium  welchii  isolated  in  the  specimen. 

These  organisms  are  present  in  the  nose  and  in  a cut 
or  abrasion.  At  the  time  of  collection,  the  luncheon  meat  had  been  used  up, 
with  the  exception  of  the  slice  that  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,
